NEWARE, N.J. (12-11-89) --- A significant’ study of 
ways and means to establish networking linkages amona 
institutions and agencies working to combat the AIDS 
epidemic in Newark so as to fill service gaps while, avoiding 
duplication of effort was announced earlier this month. 


The announcement was made at a breakfast meeting 
addressed by Dr. Adewale Troutman, City Medial Director, and 
U.S. Congressman Donald Fayne. The breakfast meeting, 
attended by representatives of 31 different agencies, 
organizations, and institutions, was co-hosted by the Newark 
Community Froject for Feople With A.I.0.S. (N.C.F. far 
FWA’s) and the Minority Health Institute of the University 
of Medicine & Dentistry of N.J. 


Task forces are being established to address AIDS 
- related issues affecting (1) adolescents, (2) care and 
treatment of patients (including support for 
providers), (3) community-based organizations and religious 
entities, (4) gay and lesbian men and women, (Œ) drug 
rehabilitation program clients, and (6) women. These 
forces, to begin work in January, will be assisted 
part-time staff and consultants provided the N.C.F. for FWAs 
via a special grant from the New Jersey AIDS Partnership 
Fund of the Community Foundation of N.J. 


‘The Storm Knows No Fences: The Importance wt 
Networking in the War on AIDS’ was the title of ir. 


Troutman’s address. In noting the purpose of the gatherir 
De. Troutman stated: "We seek the protection of primary 
shelter, the self-directing power of education, the 


spiritual union of community, reaching out through a network 
of support and sustenance to bring us all through this 
killer abberation in universal history. 


"A rennaisance of a city is a rennaisance of its 
people -- we must all survive and flourish and each new da 
provides us with the chance to make this a reality," Ur. 
Troutman added. 


Fresiding at the Gateway Hilton breakfast meeting 
was the City’s recently named AIDS Coordinator, Mr. Richard 
Powell. In his opening remarks, Mr. Powell suggested that 
“all AIDS related entities in the City of Newark must spea 
with one voice... funding overtures to governmental agencies 
at all levels, to corporations, foundations, and athe 
sources must come from a single, inclusive body empowered to 
dispense, monitor, and evaluate AIDS services in the City of 
Newark ." 


Congressman Fayne promised to provide the group 
with all of the assistance at his disposal, noting he 
successfully applied to join the Government Operations 
Committee of the U.S. House of Representatives precisely 
because it has oversight responsibilities over the 
Department of Health & Human Services among 
admininstrative bodies. 


For the occasion, ‘World AIDS Day’ as declared by 
the World Health Organization of the United Nations, Mayor 
Sharpe James issued a proclamation naming December Ist as 
AIDS Education/Prevention Day in Newark. The proclamation 
was presented to the Rev. Mable Griffin, Assistant Chaplain 
at UMD-N.J." on behalf of all AIDS care-givers in Newark, by 
Mr. Donald Dust of the Mayor’s Office. 


Also addressing the assembled gathering were 
Municipal Councilman George Franch; Community Foundation 
Frogram officer Barbara Gilles; Prudential Foundation Health 
Coordinator Richard Matthews; UMDI-N.J. Minority Health 
Institute Director Douglas Morgan; and N.C.F. for Pls 
Chairperson Derek Winans.
